WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Labor Department say it is put­ 
ting new emphasis on alcohol­ 
ism as a major cause of ghetto 
unemployment. 
“Alcoholism is a factor to be 
faced in placing participants in 
national manpower training and 
development 
programs 
which 
aim at full employment in an 
expanding economy,” the de­ 
partment’s Manpower Adminis­ 
tration said in a statement. 
“A good job is also a factor in 
helping such persons to battle 
their problem,” it said. 
The statement said increasing 
attention will be focused on (he 
problem in surveys into causes 
and cures for high rates of un­ 
employment in big city ghettos. 
“A typical study, made in Mil­ 
waukee by case workers and 
counselors, revealed that among 
people in the slums who were 
not working, 15 per cent were 
alcoholics or heavy drinkers, af­ 
fecting their employability,” it 
said. 
“In St. Paul, Minn., an alco­ 
holism counselor was added to 
the public employment staff to 
work 
especially with alcohol 
ies,” the statement said. 
“In six months, 225 alcoholics 
were placed in jobs—and 75 oer 
cent of them are still at work 
and making good,” it added. 
There are an estimated six 
million alcoholics in the United 
States—roughly three per cent 
of the population—who cost the 
economy $4 billion a year.

The Public Land Law’ Review Commission, 
which has undertaken a comprehensive study of 
federally owned land in relation to local t a x 
needs, will report its findings and recommenda­ 
tions to the nation in 1970. The commission was 
established following many complaints about the 
burden that large blocs of federal ownership was 
placing on local units of government. 
Til is is a serious problem in the Upper Pen­ 
insula. w here 40 per cent of the land is in public 
ownership, including vast acreages held by the 
federal government. The biggest federal hold­ 
ings are the Hiawatha National Forest, which 
covers 847.297 acres in the east end of the Upper 
Peninsula, and the Ottawa National Forest, 
which encompasses 904,576 acres in the west 
end. 
*

Other large federal ownerships include Isle 
Royale National Park, 134,400 acres, and the 
Saiey National Wildlife Refuge, 96,000 acres. A 
couple of years ago, the U. S. Forest Service 
acquired 18.000 acres of privately owned land 
in Gogebic County by purchase and has develop­ 
ed this into the Sylvania Tract, a public recrea­ 
tion area. The Forest Service is receiving an­ 
other 17,124 acres in Marquette an d Baraga 
counties from the estate of Gordon McCormick 
and will use this as an experimental forest. 
And, the National Park Service is now de­ 
veloping the Pictured Rocks National Lakeshore 
in Alger County, w’hich wi l l embrace 67,000 
acres, of which 28,000 will be in federal owner­ 
ship in the lakeshore zone, surrounded by 39,000 
acres in a buffer zone in w’hich land may remain 
in private ownership.

At present, the Forest Service pays 25 per 
cent of national forest receipts in lieu of taxes 
to the governmental units in which federal land 
is located. The amount of payment varies from 
year to year according to the amount of stump- 
age sold in the national forest, but in no case in 
recent years has the payment been very large 
in the Upper Peninsula. On the Ottawa National 
Forest, for instance, the payment was 13 cents 
an acre for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1967. 
Further, all the revenue paid by the federal gov­ 
ernment in lieu of taxes is earmarked for schools 
and roads instead of being available for general 
purposes of local government. 
The principal objection, however, is that 25 
per cent of revenues simply is inadequate for 
local units of government that have large fed­ 
eral holdings within their confines and must 
rely on these payments instead of ad valorem 
taxes.

* 
Congressman Philip Ruppe (R-Houghton) 
sought to alleviate this situation during the 90th 
Congress when he introduced a bill to revise the 
system of payments for federal forest lands. His 
bill set a minimum payment of either 25 per cent 
of revenues derived or 25 cents per acre, which­ 
ever is greater. 
Under this formula, Alger County, which 
wag allocated $6,643 for its national forest acre­ 
age for fiscal year 1968, would have received 
$28,443 if provisions of Ruppe’s bill w’ere in ef­ 
fect. Baraga County, which was allocated $4,519, 
would have received $9,840 instead. 
The counties in the entire lith Congres­ 
sional District received $151,375 in national for­ 
est fund payments for the fiscal year ending 
last June 30. The Ruppe bill w’ould have assured 
a minimum payment to the district of $433,700.

Noting that the large amount of federal land 
in the district has dangerously diluted the tax 
base of many of our hard-pressed communities, 
Luppe said “Our local governments arid school 
districts should not have to wait until 1970 (when 
the Public I^and Law Review’ Commission files 
it* report) or later. We need a fair interim meas­ 
ure on the books right now,” 
legislation toward this objective should be 
enacted early in the next Congress, but realis­ 
tically it is more probable that Congress will 
delay action until after the commission's report 
is delivered. Hopefully, the report will contain 
recommendations that will provide Upper Pen­ 
insula counties with more equitable payments 
in lieu of taxes and Congress will move quickly 
to adopt th^^e recommendations.

Magic ‘Dow 1,000’

NEW YORK IAP) — Cheers 
Will ring and champagne corks 
will pop when the Dow Jones 
industrial average hits the 1.000 
mark. 
It came close two years ago 
and has built up to the point—it 
ftarted the week at 985—where 
it could hit 1.000 before the end 
of the year.

It took the Dow industrials 25

Its Forests To 
Recreationists 
Mare than 9 out of every IO 
acres of commercial forestland 
owned, leased, or harvested by 
major forest 
products indus­ 
tries are open to public hunt­ 
ing without charge, the Wild­ 
life Management Institute re­ 
ports. 
A survey covering 65 million 
acres of commercial forests in­ 
volving 234 major firms shows 
that the largest acreage, 49.2 
million, is open without charge 
to hunters and there is no re­ 
quirement that 
sportsmen se-; 
cure a company permit before 
going on the land. Nearly 7 
million acres 
more 
also 
are 
open 
for 
free 
hunting, 
but 
sportsmen are required to ap­ 
ply for a company permit. 
Commercial forest lands open 
to hunting for a fee involve 2.1 j 
mllion acres. Another 3 million 
acres of 
company 
lands are 
: leased to hunting clubs, and 
I 163,000 acres may be hunted 
by employees of the com pania 
owning the land. 
In all, the 
survey 
showed 
93.3 per cent of the industry- 
owned and leased land availa­ 
ble for one or more public rec­ 
reational 
activities, 
including 


I hunting, fishing, boating, pic­ 
nicking, and 
trapping. 
More 
than 95 per cent of the com­ 
panies contacted &aid they open 
their lands for the public to use 1 
and enjoy. 
In providing this public rec­ 
reational opportunity, the com­ 
panies reported they incurred 
expenses of $7 million. Vanda­ 
lism cost the companies $436,- I 
1070. Unthinking and uncaring 
individuals caused these losses I 
by destroying signs, thievery, 
damaging company equipment, 
property, and roads, 
dumping 
garbage, 
and 
starting 
forest 
fires.

The revised rules also spell 
out in detail the rights of juve­ 
niles and other persons appear­ 
ing in formal juvenile court pro­ 
ceedings. 
They 
require 
that 
accused 
persons be informed of their 
right to silence and warned that 
they might incriminate them­ 
selves. Such persons also have 
rights to a court hearing, bond, 
and an attorney—provided for 
the poor at public expense. 
The rules require police who 
pick up a juvenile to immedi­ 
ately attempt to contact his 
parent or guardian and to keep 
a record of the attempts. 
They require a juvenile court 
judge or designated office to be 
available to police night and day 
to 
aid in placing youngsters and 
keeping them out of a jail. 
Express provisions in the new 
rules make plain that finger­ 
printing and photographing of 
juveniles by police is proper and 
that juveniles may be required 
to participate in police lineup*. 
Judge Lincoln said the rules 
“constituted a long, solid, con­ 
structive step forward that will 
not only promote the cause of 
justice but will rightfully pro­ 
mote confidence in the public 
in Michigan courts.”
